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Nixon Spends 
Active Day 
In Indiana

President Nixon paid tribute to 
retiring Purdue University pres­ 
ident 
Frederick 
L. 
Hovde 
Thursday night as a man who 
has 
“contributed 
with excep­ 
tional distinction to the enrich­ 
ment of American life." 
Nixon’s 
appearance 
at 
a 
black-tie dinner honoring the 
63-year-oid educator capped a 
day of travels in Indiana, birth­ 
place of his mother and the 
state that delivered his largest 
victory margin in 1968. 
Although 
Nixon’s 
trip 
was 
billed as non-political, he greet­ 
ed a selected group of Indiana 
Republican leaders at a closely- 
guarded private cocktail party 
at the Indianapolis Hilton Hotel 
prior to the Hovde dinner. 
Speaking to about 500 educa­ 
tion, business and political lead­ 
ers attending the Hovde fete, 
Nixon commented about Hov- 
de’s role in secret research for 
the government during World 
War II. 
“ I knew of his experience in 
World War II in the most se­ 
cret project against the Nazis, 
service that perhaps could not 
even now be talked of in de­ 
classified terms because it was 
of such a highly important na­ 
ture, and service that only a 
man with his background was 
able to perform,” the President 
said. 
The Nixon administration is 
currently involved in court suits 
challenging the right of newspa­ 
pers to publish secret Pentagon 
documents, but Nixon did not 
comment on the current declas­ 
sification controversy. 
Hovde, stepping down after 
25 years as president of P u r­ 
due, responded to the tributes 
with 
recollections 
of 
experi­ 
ences in government and educa­ 
tion. 
Of his wartime service on the 
National 
Defense 
Research 
Committee, Hovde said he was 
involved 
in 
rocket 
ordnance 
research 
with 
a 
Washington 
task 
force 
including 
former 
Harvard president Dr. Jam es 
B. Cdnant. 
He recalled an occasion when 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
asked him to deliver a message 
to British Prim e Minister Win­ 
ston Churchill. 
“ It was the letter that estab­ 
lished the collaboration between 
our countries and the agree­ 
ment that we would prosecute 
the development of the atomic 
bomb,” Hovde revealed. 
Commenting on Hovde’s ath­ 
letic prowess, Nixon said Hov- 
de’s selection as an All-A me ri-

lisher C. Darrow Tulley would 
be shot by a sniper.

He was taken 
to a hospital where he was re­ 
ported in critical condition with 
a chest wound.

history of mental illness dating 
to World War II. She said he 
had been in several mental hos­ 
pitals since the war.

LBJ’s Memoirs 
Lpliold Much Of 
Secret Report 


GARDEN CITY, N.Y. (AP) 
— Lyndon B. Johnson’s still un­ 
published White House mem­ 
oirs acknowledge that his ad­ 
ministration was privately pre­ 
paring in early 1964 for large 
scale 
American 
military 
in­ 
volvement in Vietnam, long be­ 
fore the depth of the U.S. com­ 
mitment 
was 
known 
to the 
public, 
according to a story 
published today by Newsday, 
the Long Island newspaper. 
The memoirs, to be published 
in November, support many oI 
the findings of the classified 
> Pentagon study of the war’s 
origins which the government 
has been fighting to keep se­ 
cret, Newsday said. 
The former president’s book, 
now largely in galley form at 
the New York publishing firm 
of Holt, Rinehart and Winston, 
is 
entitled, 
“The 
Vantage 
Point: 
Perspectives 
of 
the 
Presidency.” 
Newsday said it obtained in­ 
formation about the material 
from 
a 
publishing 
industry 
soufce. It gave this account: 
Johnson depicts 
himself in 
the book as having been hesi­ 
tant for several months over 
approving 
military 
advisers’ 
recommendations for bombing 
raids against North Vietnam. 
But in February of 1965, he 
writes, he told aides that he 
was approving the bombing. 
“ ‘We have kept our gun over 
the mantle and our shells in the 
cupboard for a long time now,’

Elimination of 
preferentia 
rates for rural electric co-ops, 
increased operating costs and 
the need for an improved rate 
of return to attract sufficient 
capital 
to 
expand 
facilities 
ahead of growing energy needs 
were cited as reasons for the 
request. 
Rising costs forcing an up 
ward adjustment in the utility s 
rates 
include 
capital, 
labor, 
taxes, fuel, construction and en­ 
vironmental improvement. 
Public Service Indiana has not 
raised wholesale rates to mu­ 
nicipal customers for 14 years, 
but has reduced these rates in 
the intervening period by about 
$300,000 annually. The proposed 
rate hike for municipal custom­ 
ers would amount to $990,000 a 
year, an 18 per cent increase. 
Officials of the utility said the 
major portion of the rate hike 
for co-ops represents an effort 
to bring unrealistic ally low rates 
in line with actual costs of serv­ 
ice. 
“Under the proposed sched­ 
ule, the wholesale power cost 
for both municipal and rural co­ 
op systems would average l 
cents per kilowatt-hour,” said 
Carroll 
H. 
Blanchar, 
Public 
Service Indiana chairman. 
The current cost of power to 
rural electric co-ops averages 
8.4 mills per kwh, which is less 
than the cost of providing this 
service, he said. 
Proposed co-op power rates 
would produce $3 2 million In 
added revenues and represent 
a 47 per cent increase — about 
two-thirds 
of 
which 
reflects 
elimination of the rate prefer­ 
ence and the balance reflects 
increased costs. 
The proposed wholesale rate 
schedule is designed to produce 
a rate of return of 7.75 per cent 
on the plant investment dedicat­ 
ed to these wholesale custom 
ers, the utility indicated. 
“We feel this is the minimum 
level of return necessary to at­ 


tract adequate capital to finance 
expansion of facilities ahead of 
growing 
customer 
energy 
needs,” said Blanchar. 
The utility said it plans capi­ 
tal spending of $520 million for 
the 1971-75 period. Most of this 
will have to be raised in the 
form of capital and the sale of 
bonds. In order to attract the 
necessary funds, the company’s 
rate of return must be competi­ 
tive with all other industry. 
“An extended cost of service 
study recently completed by the 
utility indicated the need for 
rate correction to achieve a 
more equitable distribution of 
costs over all customer cate­ 
gories,” said Blanchar. 
He said requests for rate in­ 
creases 
affecting 
residential,

and 
rural customers of Public Serv­ 
ice Indiana will be filed within 
the next few months but that an 
average increase of less than 10 
per cent is probable. 
Filing of the proposed whole­ 
sale rates with the FPC is ex­ 
pected on or about July 1, said 
Blanchar. The new rates could 
take effect as early as Septem­ 
ber 1.

One enchanting part of dining in a 
foreign country is eating dishes that you 
have heard of all your life. A selection at 
random includes kidney pie, gooseberry 
fool, Danbury Tart, a truffle, a scone, 
and Shephard’s pie. 
One dinner in Scotland featured roast 
Aylesburg duckling with stuffing. For a 
first course, there was a choice of either 
kidney soup or a gourgon of sole. The 
small morsels of fish, fried crisp in but­ 
ter, were very tender. Any fish we order­ 
ed was fresh-caught either from a loch or 
the nearby sea. 
A farm er’s grill was sausage, bacon, 
ham, eggs, and steak grilled and served 
on one plate. Two kinds of potatoes and 
two kinds of vegetables were passed. Yel­ 
low turnips, brussel sprouts, and kale, 
were often on the menu. 
The breakfast rolls were served with 
fresh creamery butter and marmalade. 
No other jam or jelly except honey was 
used. Desserts were occasionally served 
from a “cold sweet trolley.” Elegantly 
decorated desserts, pastries, and cream 
cake could be chosen from a tea cart that 
would be pushed from table to table. The 
cream served on desserts was the old 
fashioned kind whipped from 
dairy 
cream and not squirted from a can. 
Chorlestrol did not worry their pastry 
cooks! 
A cannister of Patterson’s Griddle Oat­ 
cakes were often on the table. These oat­ 
cakes were made in Ruther Glen Scot­ 
land and consisted of oatmeal, shorten­ 
ing, salt, sodium bicarbonate, and malt. 
Crisp and delicious! 
At a small inn on Loch Maree we en­ 
joyed the following meal. A tomato soup 
made from broth and pureed fresh to­ 
matoes. The kidney steak pie was under 
a crisp short puff paste. There were two 
kinds of potatoes, yellow turnips, morn­ 
ing rolls, and for dessert, gooseberry fool. 
The scenery at the Inn was incredible, 
and had been made famous by Queen 
Victoria. The dining room was lined with 
mounted fish caught in the loch. 
In both England and Scotland, kippers 
were served for breakfast. The smoked 
fish might be “finnan haddie” or steam­ 
ed, smoked finnan haddock or a kipper. 
The kipper would be either salmon or sea 
trout salted, dried, and smoked. They 
were served as a separate course and oc­ 
casionally were on the evening menu. A 
fish knife was always found to the right 
of the dinner plate. With this you could 
lift out ex p er tly , any bones and slice 
the fish into dainty pieces. Mushrooms 
were often used in the preparation of 
dishes. 
The Scottish Flan is delicious. Here is 
a recipe for one made with mushrooms. 
It probably had its origin when Mary, 
Queen of Scots, returned from France 
with a French chef. 
Mushroom Flan 


Cook one onion gently in one ounce of 
butter for three minutes or until soft, 
but not brown. Add four ounces of but­ 
ton mushrooms thinly sliced. 
Have a seven inch pastry flan case 
lined with a flaky pastry. Beat together 
two eggs, one tablespoon of Lea and Per­ 
rin sauce, one-fourth pint of milk, salt, 
pepper, and parsley. Pour into the flan 
case. Bake at 350 degrees for 30 minutes, 
until set. Garnish with parsley or cream. 
In England at a cafeteria in Salisbury 
and at a small restaurant in Danbury, 
we had fresh garden peas. The garnish 
for all plates would be miniature water 
cress. We learned that the water cress is 
sprouted on strips of flannel or sponge 
and used for garnish instead of parsley.

The Rev. Harvey N. Chinn, of Faith 
United Methodist Church, Sacramento, 
has written what he calls, “The Case 
Against Legalized Gambling.” It de­ 
mands our consideration, and we pass it 
on to our readers: 
“Gambling creates no new wealth. It 
redistributes wealth on an inequitable 
basis. It enriches the few and impoverish­ 
es the many. Gambling is non-produc­ 
tive and parasitic. Gambling depresses 
legitimate business, siphoning off money 
from the regular business community. 
Businessmen are reluctant to invest 
money in areas that sustain large gam­ 
bling enterprises because of the ensuing 
bad debts, delinquent time payments and 
bankruptcy. Gambling increases welfare 
costs, weakening the stability of family 
life and the standard of living, thus rais­ 
ing taxes. Gambling increases crime. It 
attracts racketeers, underworld hood­ 
lums and gangsters, increasing the num­ 
ber of murders, assaults and crimes of 
violence. The underworld thrives on 
gambling. Police costs increase. Gam­ 
bling corrupts government. Gamblers al­ 
ways seek to buy protection. Gamblers 
are soulless in attempting to corrupt po­ 
lice, judges and legislators. Instead of 
the state controlling legalized gambling, 
the gambling usually ends up in control 
of the state. Gambling produces human 
desperation. Gambling victimizes the 
poor. Gambling leads to embezzlement, 
bribes, extortion, treason, suicide and 
corruption of college and professional 
athletes. Gambling is a sophisticated 
form of legalized stealing. In winning, 
one receives the wages that another per­ 
son has earned without giving anything 
in exchange.”

Senate Votes 
To Extend Draft 
Two More Years

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate has voted to extend the 
draft two more years, sweeten 
soldiers’ pay $2.7 billion and 
chart an Indochina withdrawal 
plan disowned in advance by 
the White House. 
But after seven weeks of de­ 
bate the Senate’s 71 to 16 ap­ 
proval Thursday of the draft 
extension bill may well he too 
late for Congress to finish final 
action before the present Selec­ 
tive Service Act expires next 
Wednesday midnight. 
Some senators threaten a fili­ 
buster if a Ho us e-Sen ate confer­ 
ence kills or weakens an end- 
the-war amendment added by 
Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike Mansfield. 
The 
Mansfield 
amendment 
calls for a phased withdrawal 
of U.S. troops over nine months 
if all U.S. prisoners of war are 
released. It is likely to receive 
a cool reception both in confer­ 
ence and on the House floor. 
House antiwar forces never 
have mustered more than 158 
congressmen to vote for any 
Vietnam 
withdrawal 
amend­ 
ment. 
The 
conference 
has 
more 
than a dozen differences to re­ 
concile between the House and 
Senate versions of the bill. One 
of the most important as an 
amendment by Sen. Gordon Al- 
lott, R-Colo., which raised the 
military pay boost to the same 
level approved by the House, 
but spread most of it among 
lower ranks. 
Some senators had hoped to 
kill the draft outright 
as a 
means of forcing the military 
to 
adopt 
the 
all-volunteer 
armed force concept now. 
The 
Nixon 
administration 
hopes the increased pay can 
prepare 
for 
an 
all-volunteer 
force after June 30. 1973. 
It 
says the draft will be needed 
until it is proven better pay and 
conditions 
really 
can 
attract 
suitable volunteers. 
The Senate bill does limit the 
number of men who can be 
drafted to 130.000 the first year 
and 140,000 the second. The De­ 
fense Department has indicated 
considerably 
less 
than 
those 
numbers will be required, un­ 
less there is a national emer­ 
gency.

Foreign exports help solve the 
problems and are important to 
the state. The port is a wise, 
far-sighted investment that will 
pay dividends to Hoosier busi­ 
ness.

frightened people who are con­ 
nected with a TV comedy show 
is marked. But it is the high 
content of four-letter words and 
explicit scenes that make it a 
bit of a shocker, mostly be­ 
cause Ranter’s style is usually 
so gentle and chaste.

The Sunday School Lesson 
for June 27 is entitled “God 
Requires 
Personal 
Right­ 
eousness.” Micah 6:14, 6-8. 
By EARL L. DOUGLASS 
“He hath shewed, thee. O man, 
what is good; and what doth the 
lx>rd require of thee, but to do 
justly, and to love mercy, and 
to walk humbly with thy God?” 
We reminded ourselves in the 
analysis of last week’s lesson 
that this brief statement, writ­ 
ten by one of the so-called Min­ 
or Prophets, Micah, could be 
said to be one of the most ef­ 
fective statements of truth found 
in the entire Bible. Micah ap­ 
pears to have been a contem­ 
porary of the Major Prophet, 
Isaiah, who prophesied in the 
Southern Kingdom. Also, Micah 
set forth his message at the 
same time as the Prophets Amos 
and Hosea in the Northern King­ 
dom. Courtroom scenes are pop­ 
ular today as television fea­ 
tures. The Prophet Micah de­ 
clares that the Lord has a con­ 
troversy with his people, 
Stem requirements 
Here is a courtroom scene en­ 
acted many centuries ago. It 
forms the basis of the Interna­ 
tional Sunday School lesson for 
June 27. The topic of this les­ 
son is “ God Requires Personal 
Righteousness.” 
It is almost incredible that 
people should find it hard to be­ 
lieve that personal righteous­ 
ness, everyday goodness, is an 
essential part of a sincere reli­ 
gious life. One of the greatest 
mistakes made by so-called “re­ 
ligious people” has been the as­ 
sumption that since we are sav­ 
ed by faith, then faith is the 
only factor needed to make one 
sincerely religious. 
Im portant as faith is, it is 
not the only factor in a truly 
religious life. We must practice 
what we believe. There is no 
sound religious life without per­ 
sonal righteousness (a sincere 
attempt to be honest, decent, 
generous in our dealings with 
our fellowmen.) “Faith without 
works is deas” (James 2:17). “If 


a brother or sister be naked, and 
destitute of daily food, and one 
of you say unto them, Depart 
in peace, be ye warmed and 
filled; notwithstanding ye give 
them not those thing's which 
are needful to the body; what 
doth it profit?” (James 2:IS­ 
IS). “For as the body without 
the spirit is dead, so faith with- 
work is dead“ (James 2:17). “If 
Cl 2:26). 
The Spirit in the Church 
Some claim that the Church 
is full of hypocrites. This is not 
true, and anyone who has had 
experience 
in 
church 
work 
knows 
that it 
is 
not 
true. 
Church members are certainly 
not perfect. Bad and insincere 
people can. sometimes be found 
in the list of church members, 
but only occasionally so. For 
'the most part, church mem­ 
bers know themselves to be im­ 
perfect, but they are definitely 
trying: to do something about 
their imperfections. They stum­ 
ble and fall. They get up and 
press forward. God appears to 
be interested not only in what 
we are but in what we are 
trying to become. Once in a 
while a church member may 
try to cover an evil life with 
an outward show' of piety. Such 
people are definitely hypocrites, 
but they are few in number. 
People who are sincerely reli­ 
gious are striving to be better. 
They are not self-satisfied. Jes­ 
us commanded his followers to 
be perfect “even as your Fath­ 
er is perfect” (Matthew’ 5:48). 
yet no one but Jesus himself 
ever reached the ideal of per­ 
fection. “He was in all points 
tempted as we are. yet with 
out sin” (Hebrews 4:15). 
Our Indulgent Natures 
Insincerity is a despicable sin. 
The Church in all its branches 
is having a hard time today, 
but this is not because of hypo­ 
crisy within the Church. It is 
due to human weakness, to spir­ 
itual lazing to our soft, indul­ 
gent natures. Practice what you 
believe, what you know, what 
you preach or declare. This is 


essential. Most people are try­ 
ing to live up to this ideal. 
It should be our daily concern 
to check up on ourselves fre­ 
quently and see if we are stum­ 
bling and falling beyond reason. 
Not only does the Sunday School 
Lesson for June 27, founded on 
an utterance by the Old Testa­ 
ment Prophet Micah, cry out 
against insincerity and weak­ 
ness. We are all weak. God is 
not standing back in the shad­ 
ows waiting until He can get 
his hands on us and give us the 
punishment we deserve. “ God 
sent not his Son into the world 
to condemn the world, but that 
the world through him might be 
saved.” (John 3:17). This is a 
pretty bad world in which we 
live, but don’t let us make it 
worse than it is. The world is 
not hopeless. You may have 
met or heard of someone who 
according to all standards of 
decency, honestly and generosi­ 
ty is a thoroughly bad person. 
Most of us never encountered 
such a person and we do not 
expect to encounter such a per­ 
son in the future. 
Religious faith is not enough. 
It is essential but not sufficient. 
If we want to please the Lord 
and have the respect of our fel­ 
lows (and best of all, our own 
self-respect), we must keep on 
trying to become better people 
ourselves and help others to do 
the same. The late Winston 
Churchill used to include three 
words in practically every one 
of his public utterances: “Never 
give up, never give up, never 
give up.”

State Highway 
Chairman Raps 
Revenue Sharing 


WASHINGTON (A P ) — Indi­ 
ana 
Highway 
Commission 
Chairm an Ruel W. Steele said 
today a proposed revenue shar­ 
ing 
plan 
for 
transportation 
would “do serious harm to our 
efforts to give the people of In­ 
diana the modern, safe roads 
and streets they pay for and de­ 
serve.” 


Steele addressed Indiana Con­ 
gressm en at a breakfast here 
sponsored by Indiana Highways 
for Survival, Inc. 


“ Although 
motorists 
would 
contribute nearly 70 per cent of 
all tax revenue going into the 
suggested 
general 
transporta­ 
tion elem ent, there is no stipu­ 
lation that any of this money be 
spent for roads and streets,” 
Steele said. 
“ This is clearly contrary to 
the intent of Congress when it 
established the Highway T rust 
Fund and, m ore recently, when 
it passed the Federal Highway 
Act of 1970.” 
Steele said he is not opposed 
to the concept of revenue sh ar­ 
ing, but he said he believes the 
highway commission and other 
state and local agencies in In­ 
diana are capable of assum ing 
m ore responsibility in form u­ 
lating their own transportation 
program s. 
“ Indiana is presently sending 
more than $194 million a year 
to W ashington in federal gaso­ 
line 
and 
auto 
excise taxes,” 
Steele said. “ Although $142 mil­ 
lion of this goes into the High­ 
way T rust Fund, we are re­ 
ceiving only about $82 million 
annually in federal road alloca­ 
tions.” 
The 
revenue 
sharing

“ would only m ake it w orse,” 
Steele said.

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (AP) — 
“Reading is the key to knowl­ 
edge and success,” says Dr. El­ 
sie Hill Wallace, director of the 
reading laboratory at Florida 
Agricultural and Mechanical 
University (FAMU), 
And this attractive, dedicated 
black woman has developed a 
unique method of helping both 
children and adults acquire this 
“key.” 
Not only is she in charge of 
the reading laboratory, where 
she supervises reading teachers 
and teaches primary children, 
she also gives private lessons in 
her home to those she feels will 
benefit. 
She says her lessons are for 
blacks and white alike. “Our 
program is multi-ethnic—we’re 
reaching toward the stars,” she 
explained. 
In connection with her read­ 
ing classes, she has developed a 
series of books. The first, for 
the primary years, is just off 
the press. Intermediate and ad­ 
ult levels will follow. 
The series, with special edi­ 
tions for pupils, teachers and 
parents, is called, “Ben’s Way 
and it describes the life of Dr. 
Benjamin L. Perry, president of 
FAMU. 
Dr. Wallace says, “It’s good 
to revere 'the dead, but it’s also 
good to honor the living. Dr. 
Perry is living a good life and 
enjoying that good life. He 
should be an example to those 
around him.” 
The front and back rovers of 
“Ben’s Way” for the primary 
year has a photograph of Dr. 
Perry as a young boy, carrying 
books under his arm in a school 
yard. 
The text describes this Ameri-

“It’s easie” to reach such chil­ 
dren through music,” she said. 
“We start with songs they know, 
songs in books, and as they 
sing, I tell them, ‘You see, you 
are reading.’ 
“It’s the psychological ap­ 
proach—I appeal to their suc­ 
cesses rather than their fail­ 
ures,” she smiled.
